Houston and 
Dallas will be entitled to twelve 
j or four members each, with other 
large cities not far behind, and 
this will leave fewer mem bers to 
distribute 
among

¡counties. As tim e goes on this 
i condition will become more u n ­ 
balanced. T hirty States have a l­ 
ready placed this balance wheel 
in their Constitution and Texas 
should do likewise. 
Some of the m etropolitan dailies 
have complained that this will be 
unfair to the larger cities, but I 
submit th at Dallas and H arris 
Counties now have six represen­ 
tatives and every voter in those 
counties vote for six members and 
have six votes to voice their claims 
on every bill. 
“In my judgment all voters, who 
live in rural sections and in small 
towns and cities, dependent upon 
agricultural activities, should cer­ 
tainly give this Amendment their 
attention and ask their friends to 
support it.”
